The tentativ e suggestion thrown 
out b y a local paper to the elTect 
that the reign of the ‘‘slot machine'' 
b e again inaugurated in tins city 
should serv e to put ev ery Sedalian 
who is opposed to pub lic gamb ling 
on his guard.

enue,” and the indiv iduals who 
own the machines would rake in 
dollars where the city would get 
dimes. 
Pub lic sentiment^in Sedalia will 
nev er consent to such a proceeding, 
and the pub lic official who would 
lend himself to the scheme would 
forfeit the respect and confidence 
of the thousands who know and 
feel the ev il effects of gamb ling, 
an}^ who realize the enormity of the 
crime of teaching gamb ling to the 
young men and b oys of the com­ 
munity. 
But, of course, no such license 
would b e legal, and anyb ody oper­ 
ating a slot machine under such pre­ 
tended authority would b e snowed 
under b y an av alanche of indict­ 
ments as soon as a grand jury could 
learn of the offense.
